Did Demosthenes quit ? 

No! He practiced speaking, night 
and day, with pebbles in his mouth. 
He orated, first in an underground 
room he dug, then ventured out to 
deliver his orations to the sea waves. 

Discovering he was short of breath, 
he praticed making orations while 
swiftly climbing steep hills. 

When Demosthenes delivered his 
first oration at a public meeting, he 
got stage fright aud broke dowu. 

But he kept at it until he was fhe 
greatest orator that has ever lived. 
Will power elevated him, from 
nothing. 

Demosthenes rarely spoke ex¬ 
temporaneously. The critics cited 
this to prove that his eloqueuce was 
uot a matter of genius, but the result 
of plodding, infiuite pains. 

Usually that is the case with all 
great men. A philosopher, real¬ 
izing this, said. “ Genius is an in¬ 
finite capacity for taking pains.” 

Demosthenes, a plodder, born 
without ability, ruled ancient 
Greece with his orations when he 
was 25. 

He never used an unnecessary 
word. He never resorted to flowers 
of speech, surprises or jokes. He 
stuck to facts, gave both sides, con- 
viced his hearers by logical argu¬ 
ment—-what we call ‘ ‘ horse sense. ’ ’ 

Do not lament, if you have no 
talents, uo unusual ability. 

Remember Demosthenes. Develop 
your will power. Then the world 
will lie at your feet.— Daily Courier.

FACTORY* MANAGER SAYS MEN 

CAN’T KILL TIME BY TALKING. 

Chicago, Aug. 19. —Tongues 
never wag in tbe plant of the 
Charles Manufacturing Company 
on North Wells Street. Only the 
metallic rattling of machinery 
breaks tbe silenoe. 

There’s no rale prohibiting the 
five employes from talking. 

They are all deaf and dnmb. 

Herman Charles, manufacturer 
of phonographs, wishes sometimes 
that they would talk. lie says the 
absence of homan voices sometimes 
gives him “ tbe horrors,” but be 
hired them because he wanted to 
do a good turn for unfortanate 
men, and that stands. 

“They make good workmen,” 
Charles said. “ They can’t neglect 
their work to gossip to each other, 
because their hands are busy run¬ 
ning the machines. But I get , 
mighty tired myself, never having 
any one to talk to from morning till i 
night. 

“Some men may kick about ( 
women talking too much, but 
believe me, I like to get home in , 
tbe evening and bear my wife spill 
tbe neighborhood gossip.

The main building of the school, 
errecled in 1847, is the oldest State 
institution building in Illinois. 
Little repairing or alterations have 
been done on any of the school 
buildings in many years, snd It is 
not surprising that some of them 
need attention badly. 

Plans include : Errection of a 
modern hospital, and use of the 
present hospital for dormitory pur¬ 
poses. A new power plant, the 
present powerhouse to he rebuilt 
into a modern gymnasium, and fire 
old gym converted into dormitories. 
S -parate quarters for (he managing 
officer, the present quarters to be 
turned into living rooms for other 
employes. A new barn, the pre¬ 
sent structure to be refitted into 
paint, tin, aud tailor shops. Re¬ 
moval of the brick pavement now 
in the yards and extensive 
landscape work. 

The most important item in this 
program of improvement relates to 
the rebuilding of the present isola¬ 
tion hospital, adding dining room, 
school room and kitchen. It will 
then be used as a school for back 
ward children, either deaf or blind. 
Children of this kind are not given 
a fighting chance ordinarily, 
although under proper instruction 
they can be brought to 80 or 90 per 
cent efficiency.

In their left hands they are carry¬ 
ing screens of cloth that look some¬ 
thing like crazy quilts of the most 
glariug colors. This patchwork of 
cloth is stretched over a frame re¬ 
sembling that of a kite ; and some 
of the cloth is tied on the edge in the 
form ot streamers that wave back 
and forth in the breeze. 

The species of partridge for which 
they are hunting is called the chukar, 
or rock partridge ; chukars are plenti¬ 
ful, but they are so wild that the 
hunters find it difficult to get within 
shooting distance. 

Almost all native Asiatic hunters 
carry old-fashioned guns, and if they 
cannot get close to their game they 
waste a great many shots. However, 
one of them somehow discovered 
that the rock partridge was brimful 
of curiosity and quick to approach 
and investigate any gay-colored 
thing.

in calling the hapless bears and 
other animals of the park. 

“Buffalo, antelope and bear abound 
in this largest of national parks, and 
they may be seen without difficulty, 
but that they are so numerous as to 
interrupt one in the pursuit of plea¬ 
sures, is purely a figment of the 
imagination. 

“There are more natural phe¬ 
nomena to be seen in Yellowstone 
National Park than in any other 
equal area in the United States. 
Add to this fact that there is a 
great lake 15 miles wide at its widest 
point, and 20 miles long, the placid 
surface of which is 7,800 feet above 
the sea level, a great gorge of rain¬ 
bow hues through which a mighty 
river roars on its way to the sea, 
hundreds of square miles of great 
forests and broken, saw-toothed 
crests, and you have a combination 
which will inspire even a cowboy. 
Everything is on a giant scale. 
Distances are great, canyons are of 
terrifying depth, mountain peaks 
raise their lofty crests to inconceiv¬ 
able heights. 

" The northern and western en¬ 
trances are most used. In the early 
history of the park, most of the 
travel came in by the northern en¬ 
trance which is but a few miles from 
Fort Yellowstone, where, at one 
time, was stationed a very consider¬ 
able force of cavalry. 

“ From Yellowstone the road fol 
lows the Madison River to its junc -1 
tion with the Firehole, where it I 
branches. One road follows the I 
Gibbon River to the north, while I 
the other follows up the valley of the I 
Firehole. The road along the Fire -1 
hole is particularly beautiful, as it I 
clings for miles to the very edge of I 
the river until it reaches what is I 
known as the lower geyser basin.

A strange case growing out of the 
war, is the mystery of a deaf mute 
in the Bologna Hospital who lost 
memory, speettb and hearing, in the 
hombardmeut on the Anstrian front 
and has not the faintest idea whtf 
he is. 

For four years oue family after 
another has claimed him until now 
he has almost as many parents as 
Italy’s unknown soldiers. In Bolog 
ua Lady Emma Zainoiiui became 
interested in the man and sent his 
photograph all over Italy and 
Europe, precipitating a torrent of 
letters and telegrams claiming the 
mysterious soldier as a son or hus¬ 
band. 

When the Government was in¬ 
duced to give free passage to 
would-be parents aud wives count 
less pilgrimages began to Bologna, 
hut the unfortunate man remained 
nobody’s. Recently an old couple 
and a young woman, claiming to be 
the man’s parents and wife, respec¬ 
tively, arrived in Bologna. After 
viewing several soldiers stripped to 
the waist, they fell upon the deaf- 
innte, showering him with kisses. 

I The man of mystery showed no 
filial emotion, but seemed interest¬ 
ed in the girl, who said she was bis 
spouse. 

The visitors identified him as 
Maximiliau Menicbetti, but the sus¬ 
picions of the authorities were 
aroused by the solicitude of the 
self styled wife in the amount of 
the pension received by the deaf- 
mute. Investigaiiou soon disclosed 
the fact that the real Menicbetti 
was killed in the war and the girl 
was looking for a new provider. 

Meanwhile another family arriv¬ 
ed from a remote province with the 
village priest and documents vir¬ 
tually identifying the deaf-mnte as 
Raphael Fanaro. When the aged 
mother embraced the soldier tears 
rolled down his cheeks, but he im¬ 
mediately repulsed her. 

Evidently he has decided to adopt 
the other family, and he seems con¬ 
tented with his new wife. She now 
confesses that her dead soldier hus¬ 
band made her unhappy with his 
continual scolding, and says she 
much prefers the deaf-mute, who 
has never spoken an unkind word.
